with Associated Press reports read 
to them the night of the shooting, 
until they iiad talked over long dis­ 
tance telephone, with members of 
their father's official family.

RIGHT-OF-WAY 
LAW SETTLED 


Auto 
Approaching 
From 
Hight Has Prior Right-Of- 
Way 
Across 
Street 


An automobile approaching from 
the right, and not the one which 
first arrives at the intersection, has 
prior right of way across, the Penn­ 
sylvania 
Motor 
Federation 
an- 
, nounced today, This interpretation 
of the much-disputed right-of-way 
provision of the State Motor Code 
! Is based on a derision handed down 
recently by Judge William H Kel­ 
ler in Superior Court, 
who held 
that 
"The car approaching from the 
left only lins the right of way when 
it arrive* at Hie *ntersection so far 
In advance of the car on its right 
that 
a 
reasonably 
prudent 
man 
would be justified in believing that 
he could clear the intersection of 
the paths of the two vehicles before 
the other car arrived there ” 
“Under the Pennsylvania law the 
vehicle to the right, under ordinary 
circumstances 
has 
tho 
right 
of 
way." said S. Edward Gable, presi­ 
dent of the Federation, “but the 
peculiar wording of this provision 
of the motor codf* 
gives 
rise 
to 
numerous conflicting opinions and 
interpretation* 
Judge Keller'* de­ 
cision. however, seems to settle this 
question quite definitely” 
Mr Gable pointed out that Sec­ 
tion 1013 
Sub-section 
A 
of 
the 
motor code, provides that "when 
two vehicles approach or enter an 
intersection at approximately the 
same time, the driver of the vehicle 
on the left shall yield the right of 
way to the vehicle on the right", 
exceptions such as excessive speed 
and other law violations, of course. 
tieing 
taken 
into 
consideration. 
“That phrase ’at approximately the 
same time’ has brought about great 
diversity of opinion “ he said "and. 
while Judge Keller.* decision fakes 
no cognizance of that, it clears up 
the situation.’'
